Harmful Rivalry 


Continued rivalries between the serv- 
ices have prevented the planning from 
being as effective as it should be. Mr. 
Gates admitted that fact by discarding 
the old system and establishing the new 
planning group under General Powers 
of Omaha, Nebraska.

In_ the first. place it will have the
